by the expressions of those employes 
whom Star- representatives hoard ex- 
press themselves yesterday, they are 
pleased that the heads of tho various 
brotherhoods decided to call off the 
strike. 


It is the belief that the SK>n author- 


ized the- oHleials to calJ a strike large- 
ly as a protest or a preventive meas- 
ure against further waeo reductions 
and now that it appears that the La- 
bor board will not approve ot any 
additional reductions until after a 
hearing which jvtl require some time 
to hear and s^Pl further time to ad- 
just, the men are inclined to look 
upon a strike at this time in the face 
of public opinion to be unwise and 
detrimental to their best Interests. 


One of the employes, usually fa- 


miliar wiht the prevailing opinion 
among them, said that what they re- 
sented was a cut In wugest with no at- 
tendant reduction in freight rates, 
which looked unjust to them, especi- 
ally in view of the oft expressed opin- 
ion that one of the chief reatbna why 
business cannot be restored to normal 
conditions until such reductions are 
made. 


It Is said by by some that the union 


officials, whij» not questioning the wil- 
lingness of the men at work to quit 
their »oits if a strike had been finally 
called, yet they were in doubt as to 
the attitude of a large number of men 
formerly employed on the railroads 
but now not EO employed.

Flavoring Kxtriett, Tontu, Pvrfumct, 


Medicine Containing Alcohol and 


Even Wood AiMhol U»»d at 


Beverage. 


WasltiQgton.—The use of hair tonic, 


flavoring extracts, pertutoes, medicines 
coutaiBlng alcohol, and even poisonous 
wood alcohol, for beverage purposes, 
Uart a good deal to do with the fact 
that the number of jail seutenoes dealt 
out at the nation's capital for Intoxi- 
cation during the fiscal year ended 
June $0, 1921, showed an Increase of 
34 per cent over tlie previous year, ac- 
cording to the annual report of W. L. 
Peak, superintendent ot tue District 
jail, just made public. 


Superintendent Peak described the 


Increase «« "an erratic fluctuation in 
the process of extinction," which local 
observers declared not such a bad way 
Of putting it, ifter all. At «ity rete, 
there were 1,007 sentenced to jail for 
drinking more tlian they could 1mBdie, 
as compared with 841 whi^dlda't Ret 
home safely Uw year before. 


Intoxication (ncreating. 


"From their low point following the 


new Inw the tigures are ascending and 
Intoxication for 
Lh« moment Is in- 


creasing," rgads tlie superintendent's 
report. 


"The beverages are new, and most 


of them are legitimate articles of com- 
merce, but they are being used for pur- 
pos"S never designed by the manufac- 
turer. 
Hair tonic, flavoring extracts, 


•perfnines, medicines and the poisonous 
vfoatJ alcohol are all being consumed 
by the old-time victims of a habit 
which required an act of congress to 
CTTfe, 


"The increase is due t* the fact that 


yonnger men have been able to evade 
the law and have found means of traf- 
ficking In saleable imitations of old 
beverages bavlny on alcoholic con- 
tent nearly doable that of the older 
product: 


The enforcement of the law Is ful- 


ly in keeping w^th the public's view- 
point, and the increased violations are 
probably only an erratic fluctuation In 
the process of extinction. 


"Because the courts took such a de- 


termined stand In the matter of frown- 
ing fcpon certain forms of resklessness 
and defiance of law, good results are 
already Indicated. . There were 57 
fewer 
cases 
of carrying 
deadly 


weapons, 74 fewer cases of larceny, 
and 30 fewer cases of grand larceny 
than last year. 


"There were 58 persons sentence^ 


for-Jn;--r!<i!ng. a decrease of 34. There 
were 48 caiiimiUci] for murder, a gain 
Of 10 ov^r last jear. There are four 
ate «waiting execution.

SHOES OF WHITE HAH 


Moccasin Making Soon May Be 


Lost Art and Specimens 


Are to Be Collected. 


Because of a scarcity of proper 


leather from which to manufacture 
footwear, and the availability of store 
shoes, Indian moccasla making will 
soon be a lost art, . 


Throughout the Northwest the fringe- 


bordered and 
bead-Lictieeked Indian 


moccasin is rapidly being substituted 
by the white man's shoe. The high- 
laced shoe is a favorite with both 
sexes. 
For hunting and fishing the 


1921 "warrior" prefers a hob-nailed 
knee-length logger's boot. 


The aboriginal moccasin fabric was 


moose hide for cold weather in the 
Northwest; buffalo hide with the hair 
on for winter on the plains; bucliskln 
for all general purposes, and later on 
beef hide In place of the disappearing 
atlcs.' 


In one- fabrle or the other were dis- 


tinct tribal models with historical 
events drawc in beads. The squaws 
were the recorders of history by their 
moccasin head work. Tbe Crow, Sioux 
and Btackfoot Indian shoes possessed 
n hard rawhide sole to ward off stub- 
ble grass and pebbles. 


In the snowy regions of th* North- 


west the moccasin had soft soles that 
would admit of the usej>f the snow- 
shoe. • 


Tourists who have been searching 


for various makes of moccasins de- 
clare some of the Northwest tribes 
have entirely eliminated moccasins. 
That the historical shoe of the Amer- 
ican native may not become extinct, 
the University of Washington will at- 
tempt to collect specimens of moc- 
casins as made by every aboriginal 
tribe on the North American conti- 
nent 
An expedition will leave this 


week to begin the collecting of the- 
footwear.
